In light of Applicant's response, the claims as previously rejected have been reopened for 
prosecution. Claims 1-30 are pending in the office action.

EXAMINER 'S STA TEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 1, 3-15, 17-22, 24-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art taken separately or jointly does not suggest or teach the following features. 
A method for compiling executable program to support accessing a stack parameter using 
implicit reference, the executable when executed comprises: (i) executing a first module that 
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includes instruction causing a variable to be loaded on the call stack; wherein the first module 
includes a second instruction calling a second module that passes the parameter by implicit 
reference, said reference being the address of the variable; (ii) wherein the second module 
includes a third instruction being called to access the parameter based on an offset of a base 
pointer of the second module; as set forth in claims 1, 7, 15, 19, 22, 27. 

The prior art of record, Muldner, as argued by the Applicants, does not show (or 
suggest) executing a second module being invoked within the first module to provide instruction 
that accesses a parameter for the address of a variable (which is loaded onto the stack by the first 
module as in (i)) based on an offset from a common base pointer of the second module as in (ii). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
